Well, I decided to brave the elements today and see if my ZM-2 tuner 
would actually match an 

end fed half wave for 20M, thus answering the question that I posed to 
this list last week. 


The setup was a 33ft 3 inch piece of 24 gauge insulated wire in a 
uneven inverted Vee configuration 

using a 24ft fiberglass fishing pole as the center support. Most of the 
wire sloped down off the pole to 

the patio door on the kitchen where it was connected to the ZM-2 on the 
kitchen table. The remaining few feet 

sloped off in the opposite direction and was tied off to the back fence 
with a piece of light nylon cord. 


The verdict .... the ZM-2 was easily able to provide a 1:1 match for 
the wire on 20M! Not fully trusting 
the little LED on the ZM-2 I also hooked up my WM-2 wattmeter and 


verified that all was well. 


Note that after doing some investigation into end-fed half waves I am 
now of the school that 

believes that no counterpoise is needed so I did not include one. I did 
however have to flip the 

Link switch to the ground position on the tuner as I expected. 


Running a little under 2W from my DSW20 powered by 8AA cells I was 
actually able to initiate 

a contact with a W2 with this setup, however he faded into the noise 
before we managed to 

exchange enough info to really call it a QSO. In case you didn't notice 
the bands were really down 

the toilet today, no doubt as a result of the geomagnetic storming 
resulting from yesterdays CME. 


I'm satisfied that this configuration will work fine for my upcoming 
vacation. 


Thanks to those of you who responded to my original posting, you had 
some very good 
suggestions.

Avoid 1.830 to 1.835 which is the DX 
window. You can work a station on either CW or SSB, but not 
both. 


What to say: Give a signal report and your state (for 
Americans), province (for Canadians), or country (for 
everyone else), and QRP ARCI member number if you have one, 


or your power if you don't have one. 


Best reason to participate: A warm up for the ARRL 160 m 
contest the following weekend. The only mixed mode QRP ARCI 
contest. 


Relative challenge: Moderate (160 m not an easy band).

>Rob: Looks to me like a Ramsey Q-Amp kit. I bought the 20 meter version 
and modified the filter arrangement for use on 17 phone. 

> 

>There are some problems with this kit, but if you play with it a little I 
think you can get good bang for the buck. 

> 

>I found that there were temp stability problems. I'm using mine on SSB and 
found the MOSFETS got very hot and would sometimes go into thermal runaway 
and self destruct. 

> 

>I relaced the original MOSFETS with "V" versions of the same device and got 
better temp stability. I also mounted the MOSFETS straight up (not lying 
down on the PC board), put bigger heat sinks on them, and put a fan on the 
back of the cabinet. 


> 

>I also had to play around with the bias level. While the book called for 
250 ma of idling current, I found that I started getting clean, undistorted 
signals only with about 900 ma. So that's where I run mine. 

> 

>This amp has been doing a good job on 17 SSB for many months now, without 
blowing MOSFETS. But even if they blow, they are only 43 cents a piece. 

> 

>Bottom line: You may have to do some mods, but they are fun and easy, and 
this little amp is about the cheapest 20 watts you'll find.

Thanks so much for those emails. It is amazing how things can work out. 


am also thankful this year. In April of 2001 I woke up with the left side 
of my body numb and tingly. It was weird. It was like the left side of my 
body felt disconnected. They sent me for an MRI and they called me back 
saying I had a 3cm abnormality in my brain!! I asked what that meant and 
she said that it was probably a tumor. Alot of things went through my mind 
as well (like I was soldering too much maybe? :-) I just found out about a 
year earlier from this event that for some unknown medical reason my wife 
and I cannot have our own children. This was like having the other shoe 
fall for us. So mentally I was preparing myself for the end. My pastor 
prayed for me and told me that deep down he feels that I am going to be just 
fine.

Richard - The 9.0 MHz IF goes back to the early days of SSB. With a 9.0 MHz 
IF and a 5.0-5.5 MHz VFO one could easily cover both 20 M and 75 M by only 
band switching the input filter or preselector. One band was the image of 
the other. So, rather than worry about image rejection you used it to get a 
multiband rig. This also gave us the convention of LSB below 40 M and USB 
above as the sideband gets flipped when going from one side of the IF to th= 
e 

other. When multiband rigs became popular the 9 MHz IF was kept by many 
manufacturers (and ham builders) since they already had money invested in 
the filters. 9 MHz is not a bad choice for an IF even today and I believe 
that 9=AQMHz CW and SSB filters can be obtained at reasonable prices from the 
G-QRP club if you are a member. 


With the widespread acceptance of color TV, 3.579 MHz (4.43 in Europe?) 
color burst crystals became widely available cheap. With the even wider 
proliferation of microprocessors, cheap crystals at a wide variety of 
frequencies became available. Wes Hayward, W7ZOI, popularized the ladder 
filter as an easy way to use these crystals in simple IF filters. In 
particular, the Cohn filter, with all the crystals and capacitors of the 
same value, allowed hams to build quality filters with nothing more than a 
handful of precision capacitors and a way to measure crystal frequencies. A 
quality filter could be built for dollars rather than 10s of dollars. 
Receiver building no longer required the large investment of a crystal 
filter. 


The wide variety of crystal frequencies also gave home brewers a vast choic= 
e 

of IF frequencies. Some could be rejected right away. Although 5.0 MHz or 
10.0 MHz seems like a fine choice for an IF, WWV leak through killed that 
idea quickly. Similar choices of integer IF frequencies and VFO frequencies 


result in other conflicts, either on the IF frequency or the image 
frequency. 


Other poor choices include IFs in ham bands, and images in ham bands, and 
combinations of VFO harmonics, BFO harmonics and IF frequencies that fall i= 
n 

ham bands or SW bands. In the long ago past someone posted a spreadsheet to 
this list which aided in selecting crystals and VFO configurations. I can't 
find it in my archives, but that doesn't mean it isn't there. I bet somebod= 
y 

on the list has one. It would be easy enough to put one together by oneself 
though... =20 


So this natural selection process favors weird IF frequencies, like the 
4.915 MHz IF. This is no problem as it is just as easy to build a VFO that 
tunes from 2.085 to 2.185 for he 40 M band as it is to build one that tunes 
from 2.0 to 2.15 for a 5 MHz IF. Just spread the turns or twist the trimcap 
a bit. 


There are other considerations; the Q of cheap crystals is rather constant, 
so lower IFs will be better for CW filters and higher IFs for SSB filters. 
To optimize image rejection it is good to place the VFO at slightly less 
than half the intended receive frequency. Lower frequency VFOs are more 
stable than higher frequency ones, so that might favor a higher frequency 
IF. Bringing all these factors together and trading them off against each 
other is what receiver design is all about. 


With cheap crystals it is easy to put a post filter between the IF and 
product detector to get rid of noise introduced in the IF stages. This make= 
Ss 

for a quieter receiver as the IF noise is not mixed in the product detector= 


With purchased filters this would have meant the purchase of another 
expensive filter. With the cheap crystals it only adds a few dollars, but 
improves receiver performance noticeably.

Help: 

On his website Cebik states that although a ground system of several 
radials is needed for the inverted-L, his modeling shows that a many-radial 
one typical of a 1/4 wave vertical is actually detrimental. On the other 
hand, ON4UN states that an inverted-L is really a top-loaded vertical 
monopole and thus needs a ground system appropriate for a 1/4 vertical. The 
Antenna Handbook also states a good on-ground radial system is needed. Who 
is right? 


ON4UN also states that the total length should be kept short enough that a 
current node doesn't appear on the horizontal leg so both should be a 1/4 
wave or so. As this will be his only antenna for now, he will use it on 80m 
and higher, and it will be tuned at the base with an AH-4, then is the best 
I can do for him is to make both the vertical and horizontal sections the 
same length? Should the vertical length depend on how high I can get in his 
tree or should it be either 1/4 or 3/18 wavelength on 80m? 


Thanks for the suggestions of a vertically oriented loop. Unfortunately, 
the corner of his house but more importantly his swimming pool (few of those 
around here) preclude the bottom leg of a loop. And thanks for the 
suggestion of bungee cords and a pulley rather than the ceramic lag 
insulator - a down rigger pulley will probably work.

I too found missing ball bearings from the typical Japanese key that was in 
the ham shack of a local school. Prevention is the obvious answer and that 
is to tighten the locknut with pliers after adjusting the bearings. However 
this was after the fact and I discovered that bearings from some US WW2 
surplus variable capacitors were an exact match. In the ARC 5 variable 


Capacitors used in the transmitters the single large rear bearing under the 
spring clip was perfect. Two of them were mixed with the original Japanese 
ones to effect a repair. Don't forget to use the pliers.
